BACKGROIIND

Supported decision-making has emerged as an innovative alternative to guardianship of
adults with intellectual or developmental disabilities (ooyDD") who are independent in
some areas of life and require assistance in others. Supported decision-making
agreements provide for shared decision-making authority to help adults with I/DD
understand and make life choices regarding housing, healthcare, education, employment,
social supports, etc. Used appropriately, this model supports and assists adults with I/DD
without the need for a court-appointed guardian. Supported decision-making differs from
a traditional power of attomey, which allows for substitute decision-making by a
designated agent under the power of attorney. The Second Judicial District Court
supports the concept of increasing the choices adults with [1DD have and allowing them
as much independence and input in their lives as reasonably possible.

The Second Judicial Dishict Court seeks retoactive approval of this grant award on the
basis that the March 28,2017 BCC meeting was the earliest opportunity to bring the
grant award before the BCC for acknowledgement upon execution of the gant
agreement.
